The New York Sun asserta that steam~- 
chips of from 3000 te 4000 tons can be laid 
down in Japan under contract at $7: pet 
registered ton less than the prices for which 
English ship-builders can afford to under- 
take them. 

‘Wo question the accuracy. of this state- 
ment, for it does not seem reasonable that 
Japan can either build or buy a 3000-ton 
ateamship for $21,000 less than such a ves- 
sol could be built for on the Olyde. English 
shipbuilding hes not been brisk recently, 
it is true, but prices have not increased, 
either of material or labor, and for this!

THE. LATE DR ROBERT ALEX. 
ANDER JAMIESON. 

It is with very deep regret that we have 
to announce the unexpacted and compara- 
tively sudden deathof Dr. R, A. Jamieson, 
which oconrred on the 26th inet., at his 
honge in Hongkong Road-at 1.156 om. 
Shortly after midnight on Wodoesday hia 
hoy went to his room witha note and fonud 
him aveonscions, Dr. Paulan was called 
in and foand bim enffering from hoemor- 
rhage on the brain. Ho never regained 
consciousness. He leaves @ widow and 
three sons end three daughters ; one son 
and the eldest daughter, who is herself a 
widow, are at home. The very deepest 
sympathy is felt for his family. Dr, 
Jamieson was bora in Ireland, and was 
apprenticed in 1856, when he was ouly 
fourteen years old, to a general practitioner 
in the south of that island, sud subsequent. 
ly went through the course at Queen’s 
Univoraity, Dublin, ending in 1861. He 
didjnot quulify, boing under ago; ho ther 
accepted an appointment in the Consular 
Service in Japan, and was sent to Pelsing 
to study the laagaage. In 1862 he came 
to Shanghai and started the Stanghai 
Recorder, of which he was Editor. Iu 
1863 he joined tho North China Herald 
as Editor, Mr R, S. Gundry being 
sub-editor, snd Mr Colin Jamieson, 
who afterwards joined the Customs and 
was murdered by Chinese at Chefoo soma 
years aga, being on tho staff of this papor.
